Truck Stops to get Radio Shack 
Mini-Stores 

Radio Shack and National Auto Truck- 
stops, Inc., have joined forces to sell vari- 
ous Radio Shack products in about 100 
truck stops across the country. RS will not 
have true stores in the stops, but will sell the 
products wholesale to National which will 
set the selling price. These mini-stores will 
be known as Radio Shack Travel Centers. 

According to Tandy, about 250 of the 
company’s products, including CB radios 
and antennas, shortwave radios, scanners, 
portable TVs and tape recorders will be 
sold. 

An immediate fear of some amateurs is 
that Radio Shack will sell hundreds of HTX- 
202 radios to unlicensed individuals, possi- 
bly flooding the two-meter band with pirate 
operators. Some parts of the country are 
already having problems with large num- 
bers of truckers bootlegging in the two 
meter band. &

JAMES MILLEN STATION 
SPECIAL EVENT 


James Millen, W1HRX (now a silent 
key) probably contributed more than any 
other individual to the development and 
manufacture of short wave receivers during 
the ’thirties and ’ forties. His HRO receiver 
and its derivatives were known throughout 
the world, and were distinguished during 
WW- II with selection by the U.S. Navy as 
their “standard” receivers on shore and 
shipboard. Products manufactured in later 
years by Millen’s own company were re- 
nowned for excellence of design and unsur- 
passed quality. 

Jim Millen’s kilowatt AM transmitter, 
and his personal HRO, were acquired by the 
Antique Wireless Association, and have 
been fully restored by members of that 
group. They will be in operation with the 
call W2AN, December 4th and 11th, on 
3867 kHz, from 2000 to 2300Z (that’s 3 
p.m. to 6 p.m. for English-speaking peo- 
ple). Although W2AN will transmit with 
AM only, they will solicit calls from both 
AM and SSB (A3E and J3E) modes. A 
commemorative QSL will be issued. 

This event offers old-timers a unique 
opportunity to renew their acquaintance 
with vintage ham radio. New hams, weaned 
on Donald Duck SSB with 2.4 kHz audio 
bandwidth, will be able to hear high quality 
audio in the presence of a commanding 
carrier from a Real Transmitter!

The present number of employees 
stands at 4,255, and no further layoffs are 
expected before June-July of 1995. The 
carrier Kennedy remains well on schedule, 
on its completion of overhaul. 

Several agencies in the yard have been 
rescheduled to remain until 1997, and pos- 
sibly beyond. 

The latest estimate shows that when 


the yard “closes,” about 1,200 will still be 
employed. The shops and functions still 
working are propeller shop, foundry, public 
works, police and fire department. The 
office of ships systems will function with 
about 400 employees. Also, remaining will 
be the “caretakers” of the reserve of moth- 
ball ships, the only fresh water ship storage

COMMENT ON THE PHIL-MONT BLURB, 
ITS EDITOR, AND CARTOONS

A recent article in a influential maga- 
zine spoke harshly about reviewers not 
being critical enough toward publications. 
No more reviews using such words as excit- 
ing, fast-paced or must-reading. More bum 
reviews are cried aloud for. 

It is with a word of distaste then, that 
we approach the Phil-Mont @lub. The fact 
that this publication is exciting, fast-paced, 
must-reading, will not dissuade us from 
pointing out its inadequacies. And anybody 
can write a bum review about a bum publi- 
cation. The reviewer who can knock a pub- 
lication he likes, is a man who is carrying a 
banner for literary progress, and across 
some pretty thin ice at that. 

In the first place this publication con- 
tains no maps. Although the editor, there 
being some difference of opinion as to 
whether the editors created the Blurb or the 
other way around, the lu25 mentions such 
places as the Repeater, The Institute, Mid- 
Month or the Makefield Farmer, the reader 
is given no hint as to the geographical 
relationships. 


The lack of a detailed index is also 
disheartening. Without such assistance the 
reader (to say nothing of the reviewer) must 
go through the entire issue, no maps, no 
index, and no bibliography. The text of 
some of the articles seems to be corrupt, and 
unless we had access to the original manu- 
script, how can we be sure of what is 
correct? 

At some issues, the author (or editor) 
would have us believe he has friends locat- 
ed in a well known southern resort. So does 
another well to do electronic wizard claim 
friends there. Where did he (editor) obtain 
this information? 

A good way to judge publications is to 
ask oneself, has the editor accomplished 
what he has set out to do? Well, what has the 
editor set out to do? This reviewer gets the 
impression that he hasn’t the slightest idea. 
Is it to have fun or make money? Well, 
that’s between the editor and the internal 
revenue service, and the gang at his local 
bar and grill.

The Meeting was adjourned at 9:32 p.m. & 
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Your next shot should still include the 
entire family, but everyone is much closer 
to you compared to the first, establishing 
shot. Roll tape! Get the confusion and ex- 
citement. Hold the shot steady. You'll see a 
lot more when you play back the tape if the 
shots are held long and steady. Try not to 
use the zoom at all, you don’t need it. Pans 
(left to right moves) are the worst. With a 
steady shot, you’re recording everything. 
The viewer will be able to absorb the scene 
when the tape is reviewed. Let the audience 
use their eyes to move around your scene. 
Get closer still! Make an effort to shoot 
each family member as an individual. You 
want to be virtually right on top of them, 
filling the frame, top to bottom, with a face 
and a present. If the lens is all the way wide, 
your shots will be extremely steady. 

Remember, wide shots are steady, 
zoomed-in shots will be all over the place. 
Move-in to the action, get close, shoot 
wide. You get the same shot without the 
bounce. Hold, shoot, w ait, pause. 
Keeping with the same subject, change 
your shot to just the excitement in their 
eyes, just a face shot now. Hold, shoot, 
wait, pause. Let’s see what they’re 
opening—¢get a nice shot of the present with 
little hands tearing at the wrapping. Hold, 
shoot, wait, pause. Repeat this with the 
rest of the family. 

OK, I know you’re busting to use that 
zoom. After you get the steady shots, move 
back across the room. It’s time to ‘estab- 
lish’ again. Perhaps a nice shot of the tree, 
with the family underneath. Get closer to 
the tree... focus, then pull wide. With the 
tree filling the frame, slowly pan and tilt 
down to the mess all over the living room 
floor. Stop the move—hold the shot—now 
pause. Vary your shooting now, back to 
faces and presents. This time, include two 


or three people in the shot, but follow the 
same rules! Get close, focus, wide shot, fill 
the frame. If you must, while shooting, 
count softly to yourself. Hold those shots 
for at least 10 to 15 seconds. 

These rules hold true for family din- 
ners, too. Wide shots, perhaps from both 
sides of the table to get everyone. Don’t pan 
or zoom, hold those shots steady! Move 
yourself closer to the action. Focus on the 
people farthest away from you, but that are 
still in the shot. Widen out, now record. 
Continue your sequencing with tight shots 
of individuals or smaller, two to three per- 
son groups. Wide, medium, tight... this will 
give you great subject matter; hold, shoot, 
wait, then pause, will make sure the 
subjects are recorded in the best fashion.

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Video Tips 


for more memorable holiday images. 


ith the holidays fast approach 
ing, it’s time to dust off the video 
camera. Get it ready to record 


family activities throughout this festive sea- 
son. 

No matter what video format camera 
you use, VHS, 8mm, Hi-8, or one of the 
other compact VHS formats, you can record 
some pretty priceless images by following 
some basic rules which are guaranteed to 
make your shooting more professional and 
pleasing to watch. 

After digging through the closet to find 
your gear, let’s start with the batteries. Not 
unlike amateur HT batteries, your cam- 
corder will suffer the same woes from un- 
derutilized cells. Check the ni-cad batteries 
closely for their ability to deliver a full 
charge. Charge, then discharge the batteries 
using the camera to shoot a practice tape or 
two. This will give you a feel for their 
ability to preform while the presents are 
being opened, or at that family dinner with 
Aunt Mary. Use the battery indicator in the 
camera to determine when a pack is dis- 
charged. When the warning light blinks, 
STOP! You don’t want to completely dis- 
charge the pack for fear of reversing polar- 
ity of one of the cells. If the life of the pack 
is far below its rating, for example: you get 
20 minutes of running time from a “60 
minute” battery, replace it! 

I would recommend using only higher- 
grade, name-brand tape in your machines. 
Avoid generic or store-brand cassettes, be- 
cause there is really no guarantee of quality. 
Exceptionally 1ong_ tapes are no good

either; they use a thinner tape stock to wind 
those extra minutes on the spool. This will 
create problems in the long run, like head 
clogs and dropout. 


Let’s get shooting! 

It’s Christmas morning. “Santa” (that’s 
you) sneaks downstairs to get the camera 
ready. You have good batteries and new 
tape. Now what do you do? Well, the num- 
ber-one sin of a camcorder cameraman is 
the seasick swish. We see it every day here 
at work, when home video comes in from 
some spot news event. Ordinarily when you 
look at something, you don’t move your 
head back and forth, you pick a spot of 
interest... and you look! Then, when that 
bores you, you pick another... and look! 
Shooting great tape is no different, we call 
it sequencing. 

The first shot on your tape should be a 
real nice wide shot, from across the room. 
Hold it steady! If you have a tripod, use it. 
Be on the opposite side of the room from the 
action, in this case, the kids coming down 
the stairs with mom. Be as wide as possible, 
let them walk into the shot, and perhaps out 
of it as well. Don’t be a homing pigeon, hold 
that shot. Resist any urge to follow them 
with the lens. After they get into the room 
and out of the shot, pause. Make sure your 
bathrobe knot is tied tightly, because it’s 
time to work. 

With room lights up full, move to the 
action (with the camera still paused). Get 
closer to the kids and mom, zoom in and 
focus on the farthest person, pull wide.
